Many Dairy Cows 


Urbana, 111.. Aug. 
22—If 
we 


continue to increase the mlmbcr 
of calves and heifers, as we have 
been doing- for the past two years 
when this war is overv we shall 
have two million more dairy cows 
and heifers in our barns, lots and 
pastures than will be to our ad- 
vantage, according- to W. W. Yapp, 
acting- head of the department of 
dairy'husbandry. University of Il- 
linois, College of Agriculture. 


"We are still at war. and every 


dairyman will, as he has always 
done, aid thc war production pro- 
gram to the limit of his ability," 
Yapp said. 
"However, dairymen 


have not realized that as a na- 
tion we have in our barns, lots and 
pastures all the potential dairy 
cows we can possibly use to ad- 
vantage for the production of milk 
in the next three years.

Xot Fully U.sed 


Contrary to popular opinion, it 


was not the result of a1 shortage 
of dairy cattle or the slaughter of 
usable dairy cows that prevented 
thc increase in production of milk, 
according- to Yapp. It was sim- 
ply thc inability of dairymen to 
make full use of the cows avail 
able. Adjustments in thc produc- 
tion of daiiy products come very 
slowly. 
As a icstill, it is diffi- 


fult to make prompt adjustments 
to changes in thc demand situa- 
tion; it is necessary to try to an- 
ticipate these changes. 


"From our study of the history 


of wars and export and consump- 
tion of dairy products after wars, 
it is better for dairymen not to 
be too optimistic icgaiding the 
unlimited demand for dairy prod- 
ucts after Uiis war." Yapp said. 
"Then, too, it is well to remember 
that better feeding and thc availa- 
bility of n-.orc labor -will make 
fewer cows yield morrc. 
With 


proper feeding and management, 
we can produce, if necessary or 
desirable, when 
more 
labor 
is 


available.' more milk and do it 
more economically with* two. or 
possibly three, million less cows 
than we now h.ive in our barns." 


Yapp advisess dairymen to cull 


thc 
less 
productive cows 
now 


much more closely than has been 
the custom. 
He urges dairymen 


to get rid of cows that arc un- 
profitable. "Keep only calves that 
arc 
necessary 
for 
replacement, 


which means keeping only about 
one-half as many as will be born 
in Uie next year or two. Take out 
thc least efficient produccis now 
for beef. 
Keep only thc heifers 


from your best cows. Just as soon 
as Uic war is over, reduction meas- 
ures will be necessary. ' Just now 
thc elimination of the 
inefficient 


pioduccrs arid a reduction of the 
number of hcifcis kept for re- 
placement seem to be in order," 
Yapp concluded.

Not Be a Spring 
Chinch Bug Hazard 


Urbana. 111., August 22 — Thc 


use 'of rye pasture offers one of 
the best means of increasing milk 
production and saving feed, ac- 
cording- to University of Illinois 
College of 
Agriculture 
authori- 


ties. 


Winter rye is a highly palatable 


crop, high in protein content, and 
tends to*- increase milk yields. It 
is practically free 
fron? \vecds. 


Not only does the pasturing of 
winter rye one to two weeks be- 
fore the other pasture crops arc 
ready in the early spring- make it 
possible to utilize a large amount 
of j'oragc,, but keeping cattle on 
rye1 for three to five weeks per- 
mits other glass pastures to make 
good growth before pasturing- is 
begun. This is essential to good 
pasture yields. 


Many farmers have hesitated to 


sow winter rye for pastuie ve- 
cause of fear of chinch bug infes- 
tations. 
According to Dr. G. C. 


Decker, 
entomologist. 
Illinois 


State Natural History Suivey and 
agricultural experiment 
station, 


proper Handling- of rye pastures 
will eliminate the spring- chinch 
bug- hazard. 


"Chinch bugs hibernate in fence 


rows, wood lots, hedges and other 
similar 
situations 
that 
afford 


suitable cover. They do not over- 
winter in rye to any appreciable 
extent, but infect it *and other 
small grains by random flight m 
the spring-. 


"Rye pastured heavily in thc 


spring- and plowed under before 
eggs begin to hatch will not en- 
danger adjoining crops. 
If j-yc 


fields are to be pla'ntcd to corn. 
Sudan, or other crops belonging to 
the grass family, the land should 
lie fallow 'and be kept free from 
all grass giowth for ten days bc- 
foc planting, but plantings of soy- 
beans and other non-grass crops 
can be made as soon as thc seed- 
bed is prepared. 


"Rye planted after mid-summer 


for fall and spring pasture is not, 
as a rule, seriously damaged by 
chinch bugs in the 
fall. 
Some 


years, however, when 
the 
bugs 


arc unusually abundant, a partial 
third generation may develop and 
cause modeatc damage to rye ant 
other late summer grasses,' Deck- 
er said.

Therefore pigs that have been re- 
cently inoculated may spread the 
disease to susceptible animals. To 
protect the herd as a whole, all 
animals may be inoculated at the 
same time.

Most wartime strikes arc, rela-

Normandy landings, is now in a 
position "to play H decisive part 
in the liberation of France. 
For 


the two great Allied drives arc 
aimed at the interior, where Un- 
derground resistance apparently 
has been fiercer and organization 
more elaborate than in the coastal 
regions. 


If the Undeground did nothing 


more than co-operate with Allied 
troops in each city and village 
that they reached, the help would 
be of tremendous value. 
For 


these trained Underground 
sol- 


diers—many of them army men 
who chose to battle the na/.is at 
home when escape to Africa might 
have been possible—form a ready- 
made espionage and reconnais- 
sance unit. 


They 
can advise Allied 
com- 


manders of enemy strengths and 
•weaknesses. 
They can Warn of 


snipers and mine fields, and very 
possibly can assist in keeping1 the 
enemy off balance in the event 
of ra'pid 
retreat. These 
things 


alone would ,mcan much. But the 
Underground can also give much 
help in 'the quick reorganization 
of civil government, thus saving 
the advancing armies 
time and 


personnel. 


Nor does the help end there. For 


the Maquis control much territory 
in 
the 
hills • of central. France 


This will be on the escape route 
both.,for the nazl forces facing 
the new advance from the south 
and for those evacuating' south- 
western France. If the partisans 
can be supplies .with rifles, and 
machine guns by air, they could 
well make the nazl retreats slow 
and costly. 


, The 
campaign 
in France 
al- 


ready has shown the difference 
between the French and Italians 
under similar circumstances. The 
Italians were disheartened and 
disillusioned, sick of war and fas- 
cism, more torn by factional* dis- 
putes than were the residents of. 
metropolitan France., 


But for the Frencli Underground 


the war is only now approaching

THE MAN BEHIND THE 


SOLDIER 


QENERAL EISENHOWER had 


three major problems facing 


him in establishing the European 
Theater of Operations. The first 
was the training of United States 
troops; second, the establishment 
of close co-operation' between the 
personnel of British and American 
armed and civilian services; third, 
preparations for future actions. 


He discovered that his first job 


In England was to defeat dcaftism. 
The Britons were thrilled by the 
arrival 
of the Americans' and 


would fight with them to the ends 
of the earth if necessary. The 
question, however, was, "Is this 
the right time?" 


This question, too, was in the 


minds of the Americans. The tre- 
mendous successes of the Axis on 
the continent and its striking 
power had created the myth of the 
invincibility of Hitler. 


General Eisenhower, addressing 


his own soldiers, declared, "Pes- 
simism and defeatism will not be 
tolerated. Any officer or soldier 
who cannot rise above the recog- 
nized obstacles and bitter pros- 
pects that lie in store for us has 
no recourse but to ask for instnnt 
release from this theater. And if 
he shows such an attitude nnd 
doesn't ask for release he will go 
home anyway." 


His 
western 
fighting 
spirit 


aroused the morale of his boys. 
They went through the grueling 
weeks of training wjth a "do or 
die'' determination. '

'pHE British 
officers found in 


General Eisenhower a man they 


could work with. Brilliant mili- 
tary men, old warriors who had 
been through many campaigns, 
recognized in this man who had 
never fought a battle a great mili- 
tary strategist. 


The Nazis taunted the Allies in 


radio broadcasts: "You've had to 
find a German named Eisenhower 
to do it." 


Iron Ike laughed at the jibes. It 


was 300 years since the Eisenhow- 
ers fled from Germany to escape 
the same oppressions and persecu- 
tions the Nazi were indicting on 
conquered 
peoples 
today. The 


righteous vengeance of his fore- 
fathers was in his blood. Through 
centuries of intermarriage with 
Scotch-Irish, Holland Dutch, Swiss. 
English, many strains had entered 
into his veins. 


In assembling n competent staff, 


General Eisenhower, who was ad- 
vanced io the rank of lieutenant 
general on July 9. had under him 
three old friends in whom he 
placed implicit confidence: Licut.- 
Gcn. 
Andrew Spaatr. ns his air 


chief: the then Maj.-Gcn. Mark 
W. Clark as head of ground opera- 
tions; Maj.-Gcn. John C. H. Lcc 
as supervisor of supply. 


"Ike," a doughboy at heart, in- 


sisted thai his troops be kept 
happy. They were arriving with 
unprecedented speed; their spirits 
must be maintained as they be- 
came acclimated to a new world 
while being rigorously trained for 
the battles ahead of them; they 
must be given relaxations and 
recreations. 


The general demanded that they 


be given as many of the "comforts 
of home" as the conditions would 
allow. His love for his soldiers al- 
ways was foremost. They in return 
demonstrated their love for Ike 
declaring him to be "a regular 
fclloxv, just like the rest of us. He 
is like our own fathers back home 
and treats us ns if. we were his 
own sons." 


'While solving the problems of 


these soldier boys with human 
devotion and practical common 
sense, he overlooked nothing that 
he felt would make them happy. 
He knew neither race nor creed; 


hey were all somebody's sons. 
There were a large number of 
Negro troops stationed in England 
whose social opportunities were 
severely limited by the lack of 
.vomen of their race. General 
Eisenhower remedied the situation 
by informing Col. Ovcta Gulp 
Hobby, head of the WAAC, and 
steps were taken to have a large 
number oC Negro WAACs assigned 
o Great Britain. 


EISENHOWER'S first 


victory \vas to win the hearts 


of his own soldiers and the British 
soldiers and people. He established 
:iis headquarters in an old reno- 
vated London apartment building 
which was quickly dubbed "Eisen- 
hower Flat." 


His-simplicity and his devotion 


:o his fellow men. his intimate 
louch with the common man. gave 
iim somewhat the character of 
Lincoln. One Britisher remarked. 
'We call him 'Ike.' but there's a 
lot of 'Abe' in him." 


The maintenance oC good-will 


with the British Allies the general 
considered of paramount impor- 
tance. When rumors 'were mali- 
ciously circulated to the effect thai 
there was trouble between the 
Royal Air Force and the United 
States Air Forces, the general 
called ir. reporters and declared, 
"Time it; short and United States 
soldiers must be trained to stand 
the most rigorous operations. T 
am not asking you to take what T 
say because I might be wrong and 
I might even lie to you, but I want 
you to go around and sec for your- 
self whether there is any friction 
between the R. A. F. and our Air 
Force. If there is one place where 
co-operation and collaboration is 
perfect, it is between the R. A. F. 
and the United States Air Force." 


With tremendous responsibilities 


on his shoulders, working day and 
night with indefatigable energy-. 
dealing with his hundreds and 
thousands of problems, he found 
time to act as a diplomat to both 
his troops and lo the British. We 
find him at Buckingham Palace on 
July 8 in conference with Kinc 
George, and again on August 18. 
autographing a- drum for a proud 
American private.

A soldier writes to ask; "What 


is so awful about sending women 
back to their homes when the 
war ends? I always supposed that 
home was where women were hap- 
piest and where they were most 
needed in thc world." 


That attitude has been the mas- 


culine point of view for so many 
generations it is hard to convince 
men that theie is anything wrong 
with it. But I'd like to. if I can.

Maybe she needs 
to supplement her husband's earn- 
ings , so that the two can own a 
home. 


Maybe she is temperamentally 


unsulted to making housework a 
full-time job. • Maybe her chil- 
dren are grown and she has many 
active years ahead of her. If she 
could get a job she would have an 
absorbing interest in life. 


Men arc told they shouldn't give 


up their-work'when they arc still 
active in mind and 
body, 
yet 


many women could get through 
the late fifties and sixties happilj 
if-they had work to substitute for 
thc full-time job of home-making 
that was theirs when their chil- 
,drcn were small.

And then there are the talent- 


ed, gifted women who have some- 
thing special to bring to a job 
They shouldn't be discriminated 
against, simply because they are 
women.
